the United States gives us, and more.{ Besides 
the offensive and defensive clause which sub- 
stantially guarantees the integrity of the Mex- 
ican republic, I learn that the treaty was 
made against the strong remonstrances of our 
minister, Hon. Phillip H. Morgan, and that 
Judge Morgan immediately made a full re- 
port to the secretary of state setting forth the 
facts, and that this whole matter has been 
concealed from the people by our depart- 
ment ofstate. I also learn thet the conduct 
of the German minister at the City of Mexico 
was so full of insulence to Judge Morgan that 
the latier (who is a brother-in-law of General 
Drum, the adjutan\-general of the army) was 
seriously inclined to make the matter a per- 
sonal one, and would have done so but 
for the prompt declaration of the German 
that he meant nopersonal offense. Leaving 
the personal part of the above statement out 
of the question, this news is of the very great- 
est importance. The siate department best 
knows whether it was informed of this treat- 
ty and took any steps to prevent its ratifica- 
tion or not, and, in fact, whether itintends to 

ermit it to be ratified withouta protest. My 
information is of the most undoubted relia- 
bility and the authority can be had by the 
state department if it is questioned. it seems 
to methatif we ever needed a secretary of 
state of judgement and nerve 

NoW IsTHE TIME. 

I may say here that a resolution looking to 
getting the facts concerning this most extra- 
ordinary affair wili bé@offered by a leading 
democratic member of congress from the west, 
who is also a prominent candidate for speak- 
er, that will bring out the truth and demon- 
strate whether or not our secretary Of stale 
knew anything of this or not, and if he knew 
what he did to prevent it. Oi course an alli- 
ance offensive and defensive means only one 
thing, viz: <A grave violation of our policy 
toucning the other statesof North Americaas 
announced in the Monroe doctrine. Germany 
knows this, and is no doubt ready to test our 

retensions. Three fourths of the general 

usiness of Mexico is foreign. Three-tourths 
of the importing and nine-tenths of the 
wholesale business of all Mexico is done by 
people of Germannationality. They haveall 
the capital in the country, excepting four or 
tive banks owned by Ifrish-Mexicans. Some 
of these houses are enormously rich. The 
Germans began to cometo Mexico in 1820, 
and the greatest influx of them was from that 
year up to 1526. The greater part of the orig- 
inal houses have changed hands two or three 
times. Ihe original owners having made 
their fortunes, went home, turning over the 
business to some junior of the house who un- 
derstood it. The importing and manutfact- 
wiring business of Mexico is, as I have said, 
almost entirely in German hands; ail the fac- 
tories belong tothem. ‘They own the im- 
mense sugar refineries, which make a beauti- 
ful white sugar out of the native pelloncillas, 
a black mass of sweet stuff, full of dirt, which 
is the native sugar. Three-fourths of the 
great haciendas are heavily indebted to Ger- 
man merchants for supplies of one sort or 
another, or for money borrowed 

AT AN ENORMOUS INTEREST. 

I know of one great estate of 124,000 acres 
ofthe best land in New Leon, containing 
towns and villages, which is thus mortgaged, 
the owner ho.ding it bv the grace of the 
mortgagee. To evade extortions and forced 
loans the Germans have not renounced their 
pevonality. Though many of them are 
t.arried to Mexican women, their children 
are educated in the fatherland and taught 
to believe in the theory of government 
evolved ty ~Princeivon Bismarck. These 
merehbants for years bave been the bitter 
enemies of Americans and what 
they eall “the American idea,”’ 
Last spring Bismarck bought a great tract of 
land in Mexico upon which to builda colony. 
I was told that this treaty was all the work of 
the German chancellor and that he had taken 
advantage of the weakness of our army, and 
the non-existence of any navy, except upon 
paper, to have the treaty made andsubmitted 
to Germany for ratification. In fact the cause 
of the personal diiticulty between Judge Mor- 
gan ane the German minister was the lat- 
ter’s undisguised sneers at what he called 
“compelled peaceableness of the United 
States.”’ 

CONSIDERED IMPROBABLE. 

Assistant Secretary of State John Davis 
said to-night that he knew nothing of the 
story published here to-day about the conclu- 
sion of atreaty of alliance between Mexico 
and Germany. He thought he would know 
about it if any thing of the sort had occurred. 
To-be sure the secretary of state might havea 
letter from Minister Morgan, about which he 
had said nothing to the assistant secretary of 
state, but, in the first place, he considered the 
story improbable. 


GEN, CROOK’S OFFICIAL REPORT. 


The Apache Campaign in Mexico—How to Dea’ with 
the Savages. 


WasHinGTon, August 7.—General Crook’s 
official report of his campaign against. the 
Appaches in Mexico has been received at the 
war department. The main facts of his ex- 
pedition have heretofore been published. He 
gives much credit to an Indian guide named 
‘*Peaches,’’ who conducted his forces to the 
stronghold of the savages. After describing 
in detail the. defeat of the Indians of Chato 
and Bonitoon May 15, andthe capture of 
some ofthem andthe surrender of others a 
few days later, General Crook speaks in behalf 
of these Indians as folldws: “Sw dealing 
with the question I could not lose sight of the 
fact that the Apache Indian represents gen- 
erations of warfareand bloodshed. From his 
earliest infancy he has had to defend himself 
against enemies as cruel as the beasts of the 
mountain and forest. His own nature differs 
but little from that of the wolf or coyote. 
In his brief moments of peace he constantly 
looks for attack or ainbuscade, ani in his al- 
most constant warfare no act of bloodshed is 
too cruel or unnatural. It is, therefore, un- 
just to punish him for violation of a code of 
war which he has never learned, and which 
he can with difiiculty understand. He has, 

‘in almost all his combats with white men, 
that his womea and_ children 
are the first to suffer; that 
neither age nor sex is spared. In the surprise 
_.ed attack of camps women and children 
- are killed in spite of every precaution. Nor 
* can this lossuf life be prevented by any or- 
ders or foresight of the commander, any more 
than the shells fired intoa beleaguered city 
can be prevented from killing innocent citi- 
zens or burning private property. Nor does 
this fact surprise him, since it isin accordance 
with his own custom of fighting; but with 


this fact before us we can readily understand 
why he shou!d be igtorant of the 
civilized warfare. Allthat we can reasonably 
do isto keep him under such supervision that 
he cannot plan new outbreaks without run- 


' charges and reflections.

these new acts of rascality punish him so 
severely that he will know we meanno non 
sense.”’

Publications Regarding Mis Domestic Kelatlona

WASHINGTON, August 7.—It has been con- 
fidently claimed by the friends of ex-Senator 
McDonald, of Indiana, that he was one of the 
very few presidential candidates for. 1884 
against the purity of whose private and pub- 
lic life no breath of suspicion could be raised, 
So faras Mr. McDonald has attracted public 
atte .tion the sentiment has rather been in 
accord with this claim. But to day publica- 
tion is made here of allegations affecting the 
domestic life of Mr. McDonald which are ab- 
solutely startling. They are in all probability 
unsustained by facts, but it is evident that 
should he receive the democratic somination, 
these and kindred charges world be made 
and industriously circulated, and would in- 
fiuence the votes of many thousand citizens 
to his detriment. If it was.possible for one 
of the saints to fall from heaven and be taken 
up as a presidential candidate, he would 
doubtless be assailed with all manner of 
This may be of some 
consolation to Mr. McDonaldif he is innocent 
of whut is charged against bim,but it does not 
enhance his availability as a presidential can- 
didate. After theexperieuce which the dem- 
ocrats had in 1880 in taking up another citi- 
zen Of Indiana on the ground of availabiiity, 
they are apt to be a little more scrutinizing 
in the future and not take things for granted. 
Irrespective of the charges which are now 
brought to light, it is asserted by prominent 
Indiana democrats that the public at large 
has been very much deceived by the assump 
tions of Mr. McDonald’s wonderful popularity 
at heme, and if be should be taken up by the 
democratic party it would very likely bea 
repetition of t ie’ English experience. 


ARTHURS AMBI ‘iON, 


Whatis ®Thought of the trosext Administration—A 
' Friend's Views. 


W asupvaTon, August 7.—A second term for 
President Arthur was the subj :ct of a conver- 
sation to-day between your correspondent and 
a gentleman who sustains very confidential 
relations with the occupant of the white 
house. It was stated that the recent favora- 
ble expressions from all parts of the country 
a3 to the president's course and the policy ot 
his administration had not been devoid of 
gratification to the executive. Particulariy 
was he pleased with the change in public sen- 
timent, for no one had been more sensitive to 
tie strictures passed upon him as (ar- 
field's successor. Tle had set 
his post in the ground and worked toward it, 
apparently unmindful of clamor on all 
sides for him to follow in the footsteps of his 
predecessor. He had frequently remarked 
that his actions would eventually receive the 
sanction of the thinking men of the country, 
who would realize the predicament in which 
he had been placed by the assassin’s bullet. 
There was no longer any doubt in his mind 
that the masses were on his side, and before

term, but would endeavor to make his in- 
cumbency satisfactory to all sections of the 
country. 

FOR REDUCED POSTAGE, 


The Arrangements Made to Ketire the Familiar Pos: 
take Stamps and for the birth of the New Series. 

Wasurincton, August 7.—The fate of the 
familiar three-cent stamp-is sealed. After 
October it will not be issued, although it will 
be received for postage until outstanding 
supplies are exhausted. The department has 
not yet promised to redeem surplus stocks of 
these stamps held on hand by postmasters 
when the law goes into effect, but will proba- 
bly do so, although the clerkage involved 
will be enormous and will necessitate a spe- 
cial increase in the force of. clerks, 
for which there isat present no appropriatien ; 
hence postmasters have been admonished to 
have as smalla supply on hand as possible, 
and the department exercises its discretion in 
filling requests where excessive demands are 
made, The department is now about ready 
to begin to print the new stamp, and is busily 
engaged in correspondence with postmasters 
involved in the change in stamps and rates. 
The 2-cent stamp is engraved, and can be 
struck off as wanted. The design for the 
5-cent, or double stamps, has been approved. 
The 5and 6 cent stamps and those of still 
higher denominations, are not to be altered, 
for, although there will hereafter be little 
call for the 6-cent stamps, the department 
was reluctant to cut off the portrait of Lin 
coln from the series. A more sentimental 
feeling prevails among the people for these 
postage-stamp heroes than one might sup-

THE ROMANCT OF A PARDON. 


Shot and Imprisoned Six Years for Clalming His 
Wife. 

ALBANY, August 7.—James McDougall, who 
was sentenced to imprisonment in the Au- 
burn prison for ten years in October, 1877, for 
burglary in the first degree, has been par- 
doned. The governor gives the following ex- 
cellent reasons for his action: ‘‘The wife of 
the convict left him and for some time he 
could not discover her whereabouts. He 
learned thut she was living with another man, 
ostensibly as a domestic, but, as it now seems 
to be conceded, actually in a very different 
relation. The husband’s repeated requests 
that she should return to him and restore his 
child, which she had taken with her, were 
refused and his efforts in that direction were 
resented by the man with whom she 
was living. he crime of which the prisoner 
was convicted consisted in bis bursting into 
the house where his wife had taken up her 
abode in, the night, apparently_with the idea 
of reclaiming her and hischild. He was con- 
fronted by the man who had alienated and 
was harboring his wife, and was by him shot 
and nearly killed. As soon as he had sufhi- 
ciently recoverea of his wounds 
to appear in court, he was 
convicted of burglary in the first degree, 
and sentenced to prison for ten: years. Nearly 
six years of his term of imprisonment having 
expired, I had but little difliculty in agree- 
ing with the judge who sentenced him and 
the attorney who prosecuted the indictment 
in their opinion that he should be released.”’ 


INDIAN TERRITORY. 


Meeting of the Commlasion to Seti'e the Creek Difficul« 
tles. 

Litrteé Rock, August 7.—An Indian Terri- 
tory special says Hon. Clinton B. Fish, Gen- 
eral Whitlesy and Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs Price, the commissioners selected to 
investigate and settle the local troubles 
among the Cherokee Indians, will reach Mus- 
kogee to-day. Senator Coke, of Texas, will 
probably join the commissioners, when a for- 
mal conference with Chiefs Cherote and 
Spiechee and leading men of both factions 
will be held. About one hundred Indians 
are expected to participate, and the confer- 
ence will continue for several days. The in- 
tention of the commissioners is to decide on 
some plan that will reconcile the difftrences 
existing between the northern and southern 
Creeks and establ sh permanent peace. It is 
stated that the question of dividing the Creek 
country into two nations, as propesed by 
Chief Spiechee and his followers, will not

The brotherhood 
men, however, say that orders are now being 
distributed at the offices of the company in 
this city and messengers have been seat down 
the line to Bloomington, distributing copies, 
and that the strike will begin to-day. ‘Lhey 
claim that the men on the southern division 
of the Alton and Wabash railroad, struck 
last night. They also claim that of the Wa- 
bash men seven out Ol sixteen have quit 
work, but this statement is not conlirmed, 
The city council of Ciicago last night passed 
resolutions of sympathy With the striking 
telegraphers and. holding that the ‘Strike 
should be brought toanygend speedily on 
account of the dumage to business resulting 


from its continuance. 
THE BALTIMORE AND OHIO MBN, 


Pirtspure, Pa., August 7,—Superintendent 
King, of the Baltimore and Ouio railroad, 
reports that at two o'clock this afternoon 
Boa! one third of the railroad telegraphers 
on the Pittsburg division quit work. Ofticials 
at the main oltice of the baltimore and Ohio 
telegraph company at 2 p.m, to-day made the 
foliowing statement: All the Operators at 
Camden station quit work to-day. Not one 
remained. They have kLeard from nearly 
every station along the lines of‘ the road, and 
the numbers striking and leaving their posts 
dovs not exceed half a dozen, and their places 
have been supplied. The strike at Camden 
station, they say, 18 not olf serious 
moment, as the main otlice at 
Baltimore and Calvert street can _ be 
used for all the work at Camden station. Up 
to 1:30 p. m., no strikes. have occurred among 
telegraphers on the railroads centering In Cin- 
cinnati. No further withdrawals of tele- 
graphers from the lron Mountain road had 
occurred up to 24,p..m., to-day in St. Louis. 
In Chicigo, fronh the best advices attainable, 
it appears that very few operators have left 
the employ of the Wabash, or the Chicago 
and Alton roads. It was expected that the 
full effect of the strike would be felt at noon 
to-day on these roads, but according tothe 
version ot the officers in Chicago not to ex- 
ceed ten are reported to have quit their posts 
on both of these roads.

The Annual Convention of the Amalgamated Soclety 
of [ron Workers. 

PHILADELPHIA, August 7.—The national] 
convention of the Amalgamated assoviation 
of iron and steel workers was called to order 
in the assembly building at Tenth-and Chest- 
nut streets, by President John Jarrett, at 
10:30 thisa. m. President Jarrett made a 
brief address, congratulating the delegates on 
the strength and prosperity of their associa- 
tion, and expressing his hope that not only 
the deliberations, but also the example of the 
convention would be fraught with 
advantage to the workmen of 
the country. One hundred and sixty-eight 
delegates besides the fifteen ofticers of the 
association, answered to their names and pre- 
sented their credentials. There are 268 lodges 
in the order, and it is expected that many 
more delegates will arrive during the conven- 
tion. Andrew Lee, vice-president of the 
eighth district, Philadelphia and vicinity, 
delivered an address of welcome, to which 
President Jarrett replied. He spoke hope- 
fully of the prospects of the society, and al- 
luding to ‘the strike at Bethlehem, express 
ed his hope that victory would 
soon be won by the strikers. 
After his address he introduced 
P. J. McGuire, of New York, genera! secretary 
of the Carpenters’ and Joiners’ association. Mc- 
Guire spoke atsome length. His réference to 
the strike of the telegraph operators evoked 
rounds of applause. Delegates F. E. Powel! 
and William Robinson presented the follow- 
ing resolution, which was adopted by a rous- 
ing viva voce yote: ‘Be it resolved by the 
national lodge of the Amalgamated 
association of iron and steel 
workers in-convention assembled, that we do 
hereby extend to our striking brothers of the 
telegraphers brotherhood our sincere wishes 
for their victory im the present struggle 
against monopoly, and we do hope that ere 
many days the victory to the telegraphers 
will be noised all over this nation.

000. 
FRANKFORT, Ky., August 7.—The demo- 
cratic state committee estimated the demo- 
cratic mejority from 40,000 to 50,000 with the 
legislature overwhelmingly democratic. Re- 
turns come in very slowly.. Those received 
indicate a light vote with no decrease in the 
democratic comparative majority. So far as 
heard from the counties usually electing dem- 
ocratic legislators have done so, while the 
republicans hold their own in the counties 
generally carried by them.

THE BRITISH DEBT. 


A Pian Prepesed by Which a Large Reduetion May 
be Made. 

Lonpon, August 7.—In the house of com- 
mons to-day Mr. Gladstone read extracts from 
a private letter from Egypt, stating that the 
reorganization of the E-yptian army under 
Lord Dufferin s plan is about completed, The 
reorganization of the judiciary and police is 
slowly advancing. Pians for theirregation of 
the delta of the Nile bave been published 
and are favorably regarded. Mr. Gladstone 
strongly reiterated that a permanent 
british protectionates over Egypt was 
notintended. ‘The national debt bill passed 
its second reading by a vote of 149 to 95. The 
bill proposes to replace terminable annuities 
expiring in 1885. The eflect will be in twen 
ty years to cancel 175,000,000 pounds of the 
national debt. Among the opponents of the 
bill are the Irish members. Some of 
the conservatives urge that the gain by 
the expiration of the annuities be applied to 
the reduction of taxation. The supporters of 
the measure urge, among other things, that 
America and the colonies will hereafter be- 
come formidable rivals for commercial su- 
premacy, and tbat itis desirable toreduce 
the debt. winle the operation may be easy.

The frying pan is 
a worse enemy of man in all this country than 
whisky or republican politics.
